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purpose this article consider few 
things connection with the training department 
those state normal schools which have so-called 
model schools part their organization. 
SCOPE 
Nearly everywhere the training department in- 
cludes only the model school and its management, 
and the immediate supervision practice teachers, 
unless, also, little teaching general pedagogy. ought 
include every piece work done within the normal school 
whole which distinctly professional; that is, which 
not concerned with the teaching mere subject-matter, but 
which deals only with the ends, the means and the method 
education. different pieces professional work, whether 
theoretical practical, ought brought within single, 
closely organized, general department, where course, each 
might have the recognition constituting department, but 
only subordinate and not independent one. This general 
department what the training department ought be. With 
the training department constituted, the practical work would 
much more wisely supplemented the theoretical, than 
can possibly with the different parts the professional 
broken and scattered about they usually are. 
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The disadvantage having professional work done outside 
the training department may illustrated the case 
special method. certainly safe principle that special 
method any subject can best taught and learned when 
both teacher and student are immediately associated with the 
teaching children. But often handled when teacher 
and student are isolated from the model school, and frequently 
when the teacher not only does not have, but has never had, 
teaching contact with children. Special method when taught 
such isolation from the actual handling children, and 
especially when taught teacher who for lack experi- 
ence with children the schoolroom has little knowledge 
them and out sympathy with them, very likely 
best logical, but unpsychological, unpedagogical, and conse- 
quently impractical and useless actual teaching. Those best 
situated teach special method are the immediate supervisors 
the teaching the model school, who necessity deal with 
the various subjects, not etherial and ascetic fashion, but 
they are actually taught children. Perhaps single thing 
has contributed more bring normal schools into disrepute 
and lend bloated and bigoted meaning the word pro- 
fessional, than the unnecessary and pedantic haggling over non- 
essentials special method classes. other professional 
work not already there could put into the training depart- 
ment, surely all work special metliod because its imme- 
diate importance should put there. would follow that 
the light every-day practical teaching conditions, most 
the horde non-essentials and fallacies characteristic the 
isolated special method would drop out, while what really 
valuable could seen much more clearly and taught much 
more effectively. 

distinguishing the professional from the academic work 
the normal school, the line ought drawn between and 
not through different pieces work. That is, any subject 
way. This true because the academic attitude toward 
subject essentially different from the professional. the 
academic attitude the purpose the student acquire the 
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subject, make himself familiar with its inner facts and rela- 
tions, and its relations other fields knowledge. the pro- 
fessional attitude reflects upon the what, the why, and the 
how the subject figures the process education. 
This attitude assumes what the aim the academic 
acquire. Many subject which might otherwise skillfully 
handled either academic professional subject becomes 
neither, because the teacher does not distinguish these attitudes 
and hold her students continuously, not both, but the one 
the other. 

far the place the training department the typical 
state normal school concerned two things may said: 
First, the department ought include all phases the pro- 
fessional work, whether theoretical practical, that they 
might brought into system and unity; and second, the line 
limiting the department’s scope ought pass between and not 
through distinct pieces work, that might not happen 
that given piece should lose character being diffused into 
both the academic and the professional channels. 

THE MODEL SCHOOL PROGRAM 

readjustment between the department and the rest the 
school often needed, order that the best model school 
program may maintained. The readjustment required 
two points: first, that the so-called special subjects— 
music, drawing, manual training, writing, and second, 
that the assignment practice teachers their work. With 
reference the special subjects, the rule most normal schools 
that such subjects are taught the model school,. not 
members the training department faculty, nor practice 
teachers, but the teachers those subjects the normal 
department, and such times they are liberty after work 
their own departments assigned. This makes uncertain 
from term term what time the day these subjects may 
taught the model school. This necessitates, course, 
continual shifting from one part the day another other 
model school work make places for these wandering subjects. 
Then the assignment practice teachers the model school 
meets the second condition, which decidedly mars its program. 
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From term term continual shifts subjects from one part 
the day another must made order that practice teachers 
not free teach any part the day may given the oppor- 
tunities best suited them individually, and that they may 
come into contact with the greatest possible variety the 
model life. 

The net result this situation, which makes necessary for 
the training department wait upon the program the normal 
department before can proceed with its own for both children 
and practice teachers, kaleidoscopic change the model 
school program, which little harmony with sound edu- 
cation. Where the model school program obliged shape 
and reshape itself meet inhibiting conditions adjustment 
the rest the school, only accident, the program 
any time turns out good might away from such 
conditions; and nearly always necessary preach 
practice teachers what cannot practiced the making out 
school program. 

such situation there are important principles pro- 
gram making which can followed. determine what the 
program shall far mere time arrangement con- 
cerned, one might almost well toss the elements into the 
air, dnd take the arrangement that comes down, pursue 
any other method. Nobody believes nowadays that school 
program, especially one for children, can wisely made out 
any way; that doesn’t matter whether given subject 
comes the forenoon the afternoon, before after play 
period, three five times week, interruptedly continu- 
ously, when less often than five times; whether the sessions, 
forenoon afternoon, for the whole day, are one length 
another, etc., etc. knows that such things are 
great importance school program, and would judge 
supervisor who didn’t consider them ignorant neglectful. 

Two things ought done every normal school having 
training department, here considered. special sub- 
jects, far they are taught the model school, should 
handed over, are all other subjects, those who are 
immediate charge the training department, and who not 
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have conflicting work elsewhere. And the normal department 
program ought made out that every practice teacher 
having other work might have alternative period which 
that work, and thus free for assignment the model 
school any time the day. With these things done, the 
training department would freed from the greatest restriction 
upon its own organization and administration. 

With this alternative period the normal department 
would another distinctly good result besides that relieving 
the model school unfortunate shifts program. Since each 
practice teacher could then assigned any part the 
model school day, all the teaching opportunities the training 
department could easily used, needed. Where there isn’t 
sufficient alternative period the normal department, 
frequently happens that practice teachers are barred the 
program that department from teaching during certain parts 
the model school day. They are then obliged teach 
other times. This condition, since the practice teachers are 
generally doing the same work the normal department, 
prevents anything like equal distribution them among the 
different model school periods. Occasionally happens that 
none can assigned given period, and the teaching facil- 
ities that period lie unused. then necessary make 
extra assignments other periods, and the result often 
undesirable congestion teachers, accompanied unfor- 
tunate whittling classes into divisions far too small put 
teacher fair test, illustrate public school conditions. 
Where the model school small, and the number practice 
teachers large, especially necessary that the training de- 
partment and the rest the school adjusted enable 
the department make use all its facilities. complete 
alternation period the normal department would secure 


this result. 
DUTIES PRACTICE TEACHERS 


What shall the training department require its practice 
teachers? The traditional requirement teaching class 
children for single recitation period each day during speci- 
fied time. this are added plan-writing and attending 
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teachers’ meetings. Simply teaching class children 
does not bring the practice teacher into broad enough active 
contact with school conditions, and plan-writing, 
found many places, abomination. And, whether 
they are wise not, practice teachers often fail grow enthu- 
siastic over teachers’ meetings. far teaching con- 
cerned, the practice teacher should required teach different 
classes different subjects, and this should supplemented 
requiring her any other things which naturally enter 
fill school day. were possible, she should re- 
quired take charge room children for whole day 
during part her time the department. Some such 
arrangement this would greatly broaden the view school 
life and duties, which every graduate should take away from 
normal school. would remove the chance practice 
teacher’s cultivating the wrong notion that she should make 
herself proficient only certain grades and subjects, and 
nothing else than mere teaching. 

Plan-writing ought greatly simplified many schools. 
Teaching plans they are often required written from 
day day are elaborate, require much effort, and much 
morbid pedagogical significance attached them, that they 
sap uselessly the time and vitality the practice teachers 
and blind them their chief duty,—the effective teaching and 
control children. course teaching plans should writ- 
ten, and the system writing them, when wise, should 
rigidly adhered to. But wise the system must sim- 
ple, helpful means, and not complex, injurious end. What- 
ever the details wise system may be, the central ideal 
should that her daily teaching the practice teacher should 
trained, not vague and verbose idea almost anything 
done, but clear and pointedly stated idea something 
and, also, that her method she should trained, 
not picture advance recitation multitude details, 
most which never take real form, but deciding beforehand 
upon only the general conduct recitation, leaving wide scope 
for the exercise that freedom which the actual recitation 
she must have meet the spontaneity her pupils. 
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Where teachers’ meetings are not stimulating and interest- 
ing they ought be, there are nearly always two ways 
counting for it. that the meetings are held late 
the afternoon, after the regular school day, when both practice 
teachers and supervisors have done enough for the day, need rest, 
and feel extra duties more less burden. The other 
reason that the work done teachers’ meetings, regardless 
the time day when they may held, too often mere 
repetition, humdrum and monotonous, too deficient system 
and freshness. There must, course, some opportunity 
discuss with practice teachers body the details their pres- 
ent and future work. best opportunity would provided 
putting the practice teachers within the training department 
for one their regular daily periods addition to, and during 
the time of, their teaching. This daily period should given 
the details practical pedagogy and school management, 
and the work should done the different members the 
training department faculty. 


THE CHILDREN AND THE MODEL SCHOOL 


normal school completely deserves the name until in- 
cludes school children, and until its children are made its 
kings and queens, the controlling center about which everything 
and everybody else revolve. When law passed estab- 
lishing normal school, the ultimate purpose train teachers 
for the public schools. But when the school established 
found that teachers can best prepared for their work edu- 
cating children their presence. When the children are once 
brought under the roof the normal school they, and not the 
prospective teachers, should the immediate center interest 
not only because their sacred life committed the care the 
school, but because the best care that can given them 
the same time the most valuable means securing what the 
school ultimately established for,—the preparation teachers. 
Its children and their education, before prospective teachers, 
should lend any normal school far the greater part what- 
ever true dignity and worth may have. 

The complaint many parents that their children are not

properly cared for normal school, though often unjust, 
not always without foundation. The constant disturbance 
the model school program meet normal department require- 
ments, and the lowering the standard teaching putting 
too much into the hands practice teachers, are the chief 
things that operate against the best care the children, although 
nearly always only the latter which the minds com- 
plaining parents. Where the objection practice teaching 
found tends toward two results: first, the disappearance 
the model school parents taking their children and sec- 
ond, relieving the practice teachers their teaching and putting 
into the more competent hands members the faculty. 
The latter result much the more fortunate for the normal 
school, not simply because quiets rumors bad work, but 
because preserves the model school, and raising the general 
excellence its work makes that school more illustrative 
what school should be. another place, practice teaching 
school student, but such teaching ought not permitted 
that amount which materially lowers the standard model 
school work. either the two courses had taken, 
there should question which the better the 
training teacher; for her simply observe and discuss 
under supervision truly model school, for her teach even 
with capable guidance third fourth rate school. Other 
things aside, normal school graduate will her work 
the public schools better equipped when she has thoroughly 
high ideals obtained from the observation excellent school, 
though she may have practice teaching, than when, after 
much practice teaching low rate school, she necessarily 
without such ideals, although she may have acquired some com- 
mand over commonplace school practices. 

The model school the element within normal school which 
should maintained the highest possible standard. That 
standard demands that the model school shall not only fairly 
represent public school conditions, but that shall also repre- 
sent much that advance the best public schools. The 
model school should constant source information and in-

spiration visiting superintendents, principals, teachers and 
boards education. should not merely suggest them 
way contrast, but actually exhibit things which are better 
than what they are accustomed to, and which they should de- 
sire attain their ownschools. Moreover, should such 
that teachers trained contact with might enter upon their 
public school work not merely with speculative ideal 
school the far distant future and impossible realization, but 
with what much more stimulating,—the practical ideal the 
best school which can be, because is, produced. Whether 
this the right notion not what model school should be, 
one thing certain, that cannot that many places until 
the normal schools, which part, make radical changes 
their organization and administration.

will hardly teacher who has not, 
one time another, become painfully aware 
the difficulty, yea, the impossibility, grading 
all children according common standard, 
such has led the establishment the graded 
school system. the educator who has learned 
understand the many vital differences among 
individual children, has always appeared 
appalling mistake mass children together classes, the 
curriculum which requires some kind common proficiency 
large number studies; and the maintenance which 
depends upon lockstep methods teaching, and such reac- 
tion the child must destroy many the ability indi- 
vidual growth. There gainsaying the fact that the 
ordinary classification and grading children schools 
responsible for great deal artificiality and mechanicalness 
the rising generation. fact, what best and strongest 
and most individual oftentimes curtailed and deformed for 
life this mechanical grading, which worse even the 
well-equipped city schools than the rural schools, where 
there perhaps more freedom for the pupil, the teacher 
all conscious his her possibilities. this subject 
much has been written and much can yet said. must 
admitted that the difficulties the way improving the sys- 
tem are great, being largely financial ones; and not the 
purpose this paper discuss this subject its larger aspect. 

But with the individual differences even among normal 
and typical children, absurd expect that any child should 
progress simultaneously fairly satisfactory degree along 
several lines mental activity impossible think that 
boy girl who well geography and history and 
reading must necessarily somewhat equally bright and suc- 
arithmetic, and vice versa; must admit that even 
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with the average child the lines mental development lack 
parallelism, much does the growth its physical organs, 
and that there are differences rate and intensity—it cer- 
tainly true that the large percentage children whose mental 
development differs fundamentally from the average type, will 
suffer much from attempts grade them mechanically, and 
expect average work any number subjects instruction. 
Here strictly individual standards must applied. 

speaking cases what the title this paper calls 
eccentric mentality,” may well understand from the 
start that the children have mind suffer particularly from 
certain lack balance. What brightness,” or, 
contrasting with it, stupidity,” are terms which rarely can 
applied with mutual exclusion any these children. 
the contrary, they are bright some directions, and painfully 
non-responsive others; there are periods brightness 
and activity, alternating with periods decline and even col- 
lapse. not object here explain the possible causes 
these conditions. They are largely found functional 
derangements some kind, the respiratory, digestive 
circulatory systems; are due imperfections the nerve 
tone the development the association centers the brain. 
Further, not wish speak here children whose moral 
tone deficient, and who, from lack development this 
direction, require very special handling. must said, 
however, that even cases eccentric mentality, such 
discussing now, the changes brightness are oftentimes 
due emotional conditions, which affect also the moral attitude 
temporarily. The influence the emotional condi- 
tion, will manifest itself the attitude child toward 
its teacher, toward its studies, too often overlooked; and 
yet there certain periodicity this respect which respon- 
sible for great many surprising observations the classroom, 
and which intimately correlated with bodily conditions. This 
particularly true certain periods child’s life, the effect 
which most marked, course, children where there 
less power resistance and inhibition. The periods have 
particularly mind are the fatigue period, about the eighth 
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ninth year, and the pubertal period, with all its changes, 
later on. 

almost all cases the class have mind, important 
factor fatigue. The children fatigue more quickly and more 
unexpectedly than average children, also more erratically that 
say, some centers mental activity will more readily 
subject exhaustion than others. Then attention and concen- 
tration will flag, there will spasmodic and fleeting interest 
for other things between periods instruction. Sometimes 
the attention child will return quickly had disap- 
peared, the child will follow sudden impulse another 
direction, and thoroughly disgusted with any task which 
attempt force upon it. would erroneous follow 
the handling such manifestations any one-sided method. 
True enough, the will the educator must sometimes sub- 
stituted for the will the child, and under certain circum- 
stances the child must forced remain line, were, 
instead running wild. But numerous cases the educator 
must exercise very great deal discretion and forbearance 
managing children this condition. must not for- 
gotten that the very attempt check child’s erratic effort 
may act powerful suggestion the child continue. 
Sometimes childrén will, way, exhibit symptoms gen- 
uine mental aberration even insanity, and must managed 
accordingly. 

Faulty association will show itself sometimes the form 
motordisturbances. These motor disturbances will not only have 
the form poor muscular co-ordination, such, that the 
child will imperfect different lines manual activity, 
for instance, writing, sewing, shop work, even such funda- 
mental activities dressing and but there variety 
other symptoms. They may, for instance, observable 
the matter spelling. Spelling mistakes will also happen 
the case ordinary mortals, and they are subject certain 
physiological and psychological laws. But apart from what 
has been called constitutionally bad spelling,” they occur only 
when our attention our nervous control some way 
diminished. They are caused temporary incongruency 
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the images composing the word written our mind, 
some dissociation the speech centers. many in- 
stances these mistakes are represented merely transpositions 
typewriting machine will observe that sometimes will write 
all the letters which compose word, but not proper se- 
quence. The machine represents the mechanical apparatus 
controlled the motor centers the human brain. But 
while normal man these blunders are rare and very definitely 
conditioned, especially again fatigue, they are chronic 
condition large number atypical children. that 
this way again shown that atypical conditions are largely 
due more less erratic fatigue. 

There are peculiar manifestations which have been desig- 
nated contrary sensations and contrary reactions. Contra- 
riness frequently observed what has been called naughty 
children,” and usually supposed that indicates naturally 
perverse morality, least temporary moral aberration. 
may mean nothing the kind, and purely mental 
symptom, without any moral significance whatever. The child 
will employ word opposite the one desires, expected 
will say No,” when should would say Yes,” 
raises the right arm when the turn the left, and does 
exactly the opposite what was told do. These cases 
must treated with particular care, for the contrary reactions 
often take place against the will the child, and are more 
less reflex automatic character. Weir Mitchell, 
Philadelphia, and Dr. Pick, Vienna, have endeavored 
solve the mystery these peculiar conditions. There may 
impairment the association ideas, the concept one 
thing may immediately call forth the concept the contrasting 
and this last conception, being the last, may become the 
immediate cause reaction, which then, naturally, will 
the opposite direction. may motor disturbances, 
that motor impulse will become derailed, were, and 
switched off the opposite side. The fact that contrasts are 
very apt call each other forth mutually human conscious- 
ness has been manifested the well-known French proverb, 
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Les extremes touchent. Ina peculiar form this contrariness 
will manifest itself reading, when one word will substi- 
tuted for another. Sometimes word opposite meaning will 
substituted, but more often synonym. The contrariness 
becomes more apparent when these faults are corrected the 
teacher. The very desire avoiding the falling into the mis- 
take will lure the nervous child into making it. There was 
pupil school who would spell the words quarter dollar” 
quite correctly when reading them the coin. But when 
asked what the words read she would invariably say twenty- 
five cents.” 

important lesson can derived from these observations 
the method how spelling should taught. 

might multiply examples eccentric atypical mentality, 
but afraid lose myself too much details. fact, 
own work has become specialized that may think more 
particularly cases directly interesting the pathologist and 
psychologist, while they may little value ordinary 
school practice. But seems necessary state this, that 
many instances the fault lies not with the child much 
with the teacher the method prescribed. other words, 
that there not altogether the right understanding child’s 
needs every case, and that seemingly eccentric reactions are 
due unskillful management the mental life the growing 
child. The more you will train yourself look into the 
natural laws governing the unfolding child’s mentality, the 
less perplexed will you manifestations which may seem 
strange, and yet present difficulty the skillful observer 
and 

may add few general characteristics which have been ob- 
served these children. There is, first all, certain 
lack balance,—an unstable equilibrium; they are easily 
affected influences, especially emotional kind, and 
every little indiscretion diet amusement. There 
seems impairment control all bodily functions; 
and wish add that this characteristic all children 
with nervous affections any kind, they otherwise bright 
dull. There singular lack rhythm, and weakness 
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the sense localization and direction large percentage. 
Response not direct the average child, but more 
less circuitous, and every step their mental and moral 
development must taken with great care and precaution, 
the teacher never taking anything for granted. Their memory 
either particularly weak, particularly strong; some 
those children whose mentality unreliable, have the most 
astounding power mechanical memory. their mental ac- 
tivity often observed that they come what may 
called dead stop, when extremely difficult remove the 
obstacle and lead them association. Such dead 
stops are observable all children, but considerably more 
these, and they have apparently proportionate relation 
the mental power the child. Morally, these children are 
more selfish and more self-centered than the ordinary child 
possibly owing the indulgence their parents home. 

majority cases there were prenatal influences, some- 
times caused only nervous condition the mother during 
pregnancy. Oftentimes was premature birth, forceps 
were used, there was malnutrition before and after birth. 

One the most pernicious things the educator has deal 
with the cases these children the faulty habits response 
which they have acquired during the long time their struggle 
with unfavorable environment. Not having been properly 
understood and handled, they had find some way adjusting 
themselves the demands made upon them, the neglect 
which condemned them practical inactivity. The result 
them new and rational habits thinking, feeling, and 
willing. Here the greatest patience has exercised, 
especially the part parents, who only too often expect 
correct the mistakes years the shortest possible time. 

These statements will indicate the necessity much more 
careful handling these children than can usually afforded 
day school. Ungraded and special schools and classes, 
such are now being connected with public school systems, 
can good work with what have called pseudo-atypical 
children, that say, those with whom more individualized 
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instructional training discipline will suffice. Pseudo-atypical 
children are such whose progress school had been hindered 
temporary illness, change schools, slower rate develop- 
ment, physical difficulties, such lameness, and deformity, 
slightly impaired hearing vision, adenoid vegetations, etc. 
Also children unusually rapid development, without genuine 
pathological precocity; and that class which difficult 
management (the naughty, troublesome, spoiled children) can 
very satisfactorily reached individual attention such 
classes. But the atypical child requires, most instances, 
removal from its home, which often has been direct indirect 
cause the atypical conditions, into environment where all 
educational forces can scientifically co-ordinated. They 
require the closest observation and study, that each mani- 
festation can understood its causality and develop- 
mental symptom. Educators and physicians must co-operate 
the study the problem the atypical child.

purpose our public schools make good 
Their purpose not give liberal 
education, not train specialists, not even pre- 
pare for the professions for business. Those 
are the functions the college, the graduate 
schools, the professional schools, and training 
business house. The purpose the public 
school lay the necessary foundations, physi- 
cal, mental and moral, for the life American citizenship. 
Whether the child develop later into scholar, law- 
cutter, equally important that given the start the 
kind physical, mental and moral discipline that will make 
him efficient member the community. 

one will care dispute the assertion that good citi- 
zens men must have high moral character. Without men 
would wholly bent selfish aims, and would care nothing 
for the good their neighbors the community large. 
fact just this individualism and selfishness that to-day 
warring against the common welfare and threatening the per- 
manence our democratic institutions. immoral selfish- 
ness the root the treachery politicians and public 
officials, the farcical mismanagement our great life insurance 
companies, and all the unscrupulous dealings corporations 
capitalists. The same kind selfishness, due the lack 
high moral character, also the cause increase 
divorce, which, unchecked, will soon undermine the founda- 
tions family life. are have better class citizens 
the future, must develop men and women incorruptible 
characters, who will really love their neighbors themselves, 
who will count honor, loyalty trust, personal purity, and 
devotion the public good, greater prizes than fortune 
millions. 

our public schools are the chief agency training the 
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citizens the future, follows that the public schools must 
make moral training part their work they are adequately 
fulfill their function turning out good citizens. not 
expected that children will ever care anything for moral 
character for five days the week they are taught all about 
mathematics, geography, spelling, reading, literature and sci- 
ence, but nothing about morality. Children are not fools. 
They are logical enough conclude that the things they are 
taught school must the important things life, while the 
things that are not mentioned must the unimportant things. 
long the principles morality remain untaught our 
public schools, the children are bound minimize the value 
morality factor human life. 

contended some friends the public schools that the 
public schools are training the children morality, and have 
always done so. claimed that this moral training being 
given indirectly, chiefly through the personal influence the 
teachers. Aided rewards and punishments, they 
are able through personal persuasion and encouragement lead 
children toward the good and away from the evil. way 
the virtues thrift, diligence, honesty and helpfulness are in- 
culcated the schoolroom. Later on, claimed, such 
courses literature, history, physiology and psychology, the 
study truth, beauty and goodness are sure have uplifting 
effects upon the moral character. 

This contention may well granted. Our public school- 
teachers are usually men and women refinement and upright- 
ness, and their personal influence for good life 
often deep and enduring. ought all grateful that this 
so, and that there large amount indirect moral 
training our public schools the present constituted. 
Considering how far have gone the secularization our 
common schools, even the extent, many states, banish- 
ing the Bible, Christians ought humbly thankful for any 
moral training, however indirect, that left. 

But the question that are here considering is, whether this 
indirect moral training that now exists, thorough 
ought be. systematic and definite enough? en- 
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during its results? merely sentimental atmosphere 
that happens exist to-day the schoolroom, and may gone 

feared that this indirect moral teaching not 
enduring its results ought be. have already 
this country seen least one generation that the product 
purely secular education. That the generation that now 
its prime,—the dominating element the life the nation. 
Previous generations had least some knowledge the Bible 
instilled into them childhood, and were, for the most part, 
brought under the old régime Puritan strictness the 
home. The present generation the fruit education with 
religion left out, and reaction from extremes Puritan 
severity. the results seen the moral character 
the men and women this ruling generation? they 
prove the wisdom education without religion, least 
with only indirect moral influence from certain teachers and 
studies? 

For answer have only read the newspapers and look 
about us. Since the new century began have witnessed the 
uncovering scandals business and government and social 
life, such have never before been dreamed American 
history. have seen unprecedented increase crime 
proportion the population. have had chronicle 
alarming growth the frequency divorce. are forced 
admit deepening animosity class against class, especially 
capital against labor, and labor against capital. These are 
few the data from which must form our judgment 
the moral character the men this generation, according 
the Divine principle, their fruits shall know them.” 

would foolish assert that these disturbing phenomena 
are all directly traceable the policy leaving religion out 
public school education. That undoubtedly one the chief 
causes, but there are other causes well. Nevertheless, 
the presence these facts, are surely justified drawing 
the inference that the vague and indirect moral training that 
now obtains the public schools too weak vital and 
enduring its results. more real and direct kind moral 
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teaching must given our schools better class citi- 
zens produced the future. Only serious and well- 
grounded morality can withstand the allurements greed, and 
lust, and luxury, and power, which are daily becoming stronger 
their appeal. 

Indeed, something far more searching and thorough needed 
than the teaching mere morality, even though taught 
the most systematic fashion ethics moral philosophy. 
Even the teaching elaborate system Christian morals 
would insufficient, because would lack solid foundation. 
The foundation Christian morality found only the 
facts and revealed truths the Christian religion. Unless re- 
ligion taught along with morality the resulting morality will 
most unsubstantial, and likely vanish with the dreams and 
fancies childhood. 

every life, with the coming manhood womanhood 
questionings begin. Then the time when every thinking 
man and woman demands sanction moral conduct, reason 
for choosing the good rather than the evil. This sanction 
foundation the teaching mere morality does not give, much 
less the indirect moral teaching such now prevails our 
public schools. 

simple illustration will make this clear. boy has been 
taught home and school that must not steal. Perhaps 
he.was severely punished for the first small theft committed. 
grows manhood and becomes the president bank. 
engages private speculation wheat. One day 
awakes find himself loser the extent one hundred 
thousand dollars. His reputation beyond suspicion; 
finds easy matter take that amount out the funds 
holds trust, and thus square his accounts. hesitates 
before committing dastardly theft. recollects how 
was taught boy that must never steal. smiles 
recalls the whipping received for his first theft. But why 
should accept the authority his teachers his parents? 
They had been mistaken other things they had taught him. 
Why was wrong Why should not wrong 
wished? The thought the discomfort losing one 
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hundred thousand makes him shudder. The ease with which 
could steal the amount lures him on. The desire the 
moment becomes the ruling motive conduct, and steals 
the money. 

Thus sooner later every man finds himself face face 
with the question, Why must right?” All schools 
ethical thought agree regarding this question the funda- 
mental question ethics. this question each school 
ethical thought gives different answer. Most the answers 
are unsatisfactory. For they would have restraining influ- 
ence over man the presence strong temptation. 

For example, there the answer Hedonism. Why must 
right? Because will make happy. Because the 
long run life virtue brings pleasure and life vice brings 
pain. must take rather strong act faith believe that. 
any rate, the man temptation knows perfectly well that 
yielding the temptation will give him great deal more 
pleasure than resisting it. ‘The man who can successfully steal 
one hundred thousand dollars, without being caught, will assur- 
edly get more pleasure out life than the man who goes 
bankrupt for the same sum. The man who leads the easy, 
self-indulgent life the sensualist gets more pleasure than the 
man who works his hands off support three four children 
and invalid wife. The Emperor Nero was great beast 
man can be; and yet lived life exquisite pleasure, 
and was immensely grieved, put lightly, when his life 
came anend. The Apostle Paul, the other hand, was 
shining light sanctity; but suffered continual pain and 
hardship and self-denial, and rejoiced when death gave him 
release from his labors; for had often longed depart 

with contrast between Nero and St. Paul 
ought shatter the absurd sophistry, good and you'll 
happy.” 

There also the answer Utilitarianism, which simply 
the answer Hedonism transferred its application from the 
individual the race. Why must right rather than 
wrong? Because for the greater good the greater 
number. You will make posterity happier. answer may 
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the stress strong temptation, not likely greatly 
influenced the thought posterity the rest the race. 
What does care for the greater good the greater number? 
that moment more concerned about the greater good 
himself. one should approach man who about gulp 
down drink that will make him stagger, and urge him 
desist the ground that becomes intoxicated will 
work harm posterity and perhaps the present population 
the world, would probably retort, though probably 
more forcible language, What care for posterity the 
rest the world?” 

There another school ethical teachers, represented 
chiefly the Society for Ethical Culture, who tell that 
should love goodness for its own sake. That, too, all very 
right rather than wrong, why course ought so, and 
would so. But what the man who likes wrong 
rather than right, along with most the human race? The 
appeal good for the sake goodness will have more 
effect upon such man, than the appeal take some cheese, 
because good, will have child who abhors cheese. 

the question, Why must right?” there only one 
answer that conclusive and compelling. That the answer 
Christianity. must right because the will 
God, and our true welfare here and for eternity depends our 
conforming his will. know what right, what the 
will God, because God has been revealing his will, partially 
through His prophets, and completely through the incarnation 
his Son Jesus Christ. He, the Son God, was made man 
show his life and teaching what kind life our 
Father wants all his children live. 

This answer Christianity, however, just the answer that 
the man who has been educated our public schools cannot 
understand. cannot understand because throughout his 
whole education God was left out. was forbidden law 
teach anything about God; about the truth has revealed 
men keep the way safety; about Jesus Christ, 
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who the Way, the Truth, and the Life. The grown man, 
under the assaults temptation, finds himself unequipped 
deal with them, because the highest and most valuable truth 
—the truth about God and spiritual been left out 
his education. Surrounded unseen, spiritual enemies, 
powerless battle with them, because the beginning 
the journey was not girded with the armor God. 

may thought some, that the business the 
Sunday school give instruction these subjects, therefore 
the public school should have nothing with them. Letus 
all means give due credit the Sunday school. now 
provides the only systematic religious and moral training the 
great majority our children will ever get. Let 
thankful for this beneficent influence and make the most it. 
But what can the Sunday school accomplish during only one 
short hour the week? What are children, whose religious 
training thus limited one hour week Sunday school, 
infer the relative importance the subjects religious 
and secular teaching? Are they greatly blamed they 
infer that this material world valued comparison with 
the kingdom God about the ratio forty one? Forty 
hours week spent learning about geometry, botany, 
history and the English and German languages, and one hour 
week spent learning about God and eternity. What 
wonder that children grow think religion something 
for Sunday use only. 

Such moral training present exists connection with 
our public school system is, therefore, utterly inadequate and 
productive the flimsiest results. This partly because 
too vague and incidental, partly because not based upon 
the only secure foundation, the Christian faith. The father- 
hood God rock foundation upon which all enduring 
morality must built. God the Father sent his only begotten 
Son into the world reveal that great truth. The purpose 
Christ was bring all men into union with himself, and 
enable them live the life sonship and brotherhood the 
family God. This idea the Divine Fatherhood the idea 
which runs like golden thread through the Sermon the 
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Mount. the close the sermon, the Master likens those 
who hear his sayings and them, the man who built his 
house upon rock; and those who refuse live accordance 
with his teachings, the man who built his house upon the 
sand. The fatherhood God, and the faith that has grown out 
it, form the rock upon which must base the teaching and 
the practice morality. Morality taught otherwise will 
house upon the shifting sands, which the winds adversity and 
floods temptation will sweep away. 

The Christian faith must taught the children our 
public schools their moral training have any permanent 
results. But how the Christian faith taught? That 
the vital question that must faced. all know would 
madness suggest that taught the regular teachers 
the schools, part the regular course study. Our 
violent disagreements religious belief would make impos- 
the qualifications teachers fit teach it. would 
object their children being taught any religion all; and 
they would have perfect right object. certain that 
under our present conditions utterly impracticable teach 
any kind religion all our public schools. 

There is, however, way out the difficulty. What that 
way is, the purpose this article set forth. The plan, 
stated briefly, follows: that school children shall per- 
mitted, without detriment their school standing, absent 
themselves from the public schools one afternoon one morn- 
ing each week, order that they may attend religious 
instruction their own churches. This arrangement might 
effected state legislation, might the result local 
agreement any community. The privilege could limited 
children certain age, say children the grammar 
schools the first two years high school; could 
left open for all ages. ought matter 
arrange the curriculum that religious instruction could sub- 
stituted for other studies voluntary character, such man- 
ual training, elocution, botany, pedagogy. This plan 
would fit harmoniously with the elective system which 
being adopted generally all departments education. 
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According this plan the responsibility for the moral training 
children would rest upon their parents, where ought 
rest. Such parents would content with merely secular 
education for their children would not obliged send them 
any church instructions. Parents who might become dis- 
satisfied with the religious instruction given their particular 
denomination would liberty transfer their children 
some more efficient instruction, put them back upon purely 
secular education. way there would furnished con- 
tinual stimulus make the religious instruction thorough 
possible, and base the most approved pedagogical prin- 
ciples. course any church that did not care enter the 
field religious instruction week day, would not obliged 
so. 

the practical arrangements the churches for this reli- 
gious instruction such children might sent them, that 
would have settled each church own way. Some 
could afford have paid and well-trained teachers; others 
would need depend upon voluntary teachers—and this ought 
give employment many idle young women leisure and 
while other places, especially rural commu- 
nities, the pastor could all the teaching himself. The pastor 
could give the instructions wherever there were not over two 
hundred children, means some such system the French 
catechetical method St. Sulpice. the plan were all 
generally adopted there would soon devised many excellent 
systems instruction suitable for the purpose. 

The only people who would put inconvenience such 
plan would the clergy. doubt there would many 
indignant protests from clerical fogies,” well from 
many the younger clergy who are fond their pipes and 
easy chairs. But giving religious instruction the young, 
and training them Christian morals, not among their chief 
pastoral duties, the clergy to-day have departed very far 
from their Master’s ideal the Christian minister shepherd 
souls. 

The above scheme not brand-new, theory, 
advanced here for the first time. has already been widely

discussed and seriously entertained leaders religious 
thought who have the nation’s interests heart. 

the Inter-Church Conference New York, November, 
1905, the plan was advocated Dr. Wenner, the President 
the Lutheran Synod New York and New Jersey. The pro- 
posed plan was embodied Conference resolution. sim- 
ilar proposal was made Roman Catholic, Fr. McDermott, 
Philadelphia. December, 1905, public meeting was 
held the same interest New York, presided over Dr. 
Greer, the Bishop coadjutor the Episcopal diocese New 
York. 

Another conference consider this proposal was held 
New York the United Charities Building, January 30, 
1906. this conference Jews and Roman Catholics took part 
along with Protestants all kinds and Unitarians. The con- 
ference was called the suggestion the above-mentioned 
Dr. Wenner, the State Federation Churches. The follow- 
ing taken from newspaper report the conference 

The proposition was that permission should granted 
enrolled children the public schools absent themselves 
from their classes Wednesday afternoons attend religious 
instruction the churches their family faith. The excuse from 
public school attendance was follow presentation certifi- 
cate church school attendance; and the instruction public 
schools during this period was arranged that those who 
substituted religious instruction for might not suffer their 
educational standing. Dr. Wenner, presenting this plan, after 
alluding the facts brought out Dr. Laidlaw that the pro- 
portion Protestant communicants inhabitants New York 
was slowly falling, said neither the Sunday school nor the 
parochial school would suffice check After 
experience many years was now having six graded classes 
for one hour each week, after school and early Saturday morn- 
ing, and the older children together for hour Saturday. 
Children that did not attend were excommunicated. While the 
system worked fairly well, found the children tired after 
school, and thought better results could got could have 
the two hours the public school session Wednesday after- 
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noon. Most the speakers who followed him were disposed 
support his request. The Paulist Father McMillan favored 
the plan, and said that the parents demanded the state would 
have obey.” 

April 30, 1906, another public meeting was held New 
York consider the same subject. Its object was create 
public sentiment favor the proposed plan. was evident 
that the project met with much favor the part the leaders 
the various religious bodies New York, all them being 
agreement the effect that the limited time available for 
religious instruction Sunday schools not sufficient for the 
churches properly discharge their duties. this meeting 
Bishop Greer represented the Episcopal Church, expressing 
himself sympathy with the movement. Other speakers 
were from the Roman Catholic, the Lutheran, the Baptist, the 
Methodist and the Jewish Churches. 

still more enthusiastic public meeting was held May 
New York, presided over the Rev. Dr. Atterbury, Pres- 
byterian. Father McMillan, Roman Catholic, was the first 
speaker. There could be, said, morality without reli- 
gion. some extent Sunday schools were ineffective. The 
proposed plan would help solve many problems. would 
help get rid that absurd, pernicious idea that religion 
was for Sunday alone, and had place the business day. 
was weakness the Christian Church, that under present

This good far 
goes, but does not There must moral and 
religious training. That more than religious influence. 
the last analysis moral training rests religious training. 
the seductive evils our modern life are met they 
should met, something more necessary than the training 
that given secular education. The training the 
public schools needs supplemented the training the 
churches can give. great harm will done the proposal 
does not succeed; and the contrary, does what 
intended to, do, great and lasting service will have been 
performed.” 

The Rev. Dr. Saunders urged that parents were often not 
qualified, even they wished, supply the need for religious 
training. The other speakers were Rabbi Mendes, Jew; 
the Rev. Dr. North, Methodist; the Rev. Dr. Wenner, Luth- 
eran; and the Rev. Dr. Stimson, Congregationalist. was 
unanimously voted continue the committee with power act. 

This has already proved remarkable movement. 
reform movement recent years has enlisted the sympathy 
and co-operation many and various religious bodies. 
When all the religious bodies community unite desiring 
piece legislation they are very likely achieve their aim. 
fact several members the New York School Board have 
already declared themselves favor the plan, and 
asserted good authority that there possibility getting 
the school buildings themselves Wednesday afternoons. 
Several churches are now agitating the question courses 
study and instructors. 

significant that this movement has had its origin New 
York City. succeeds the metropolis certain 
spread very widely throughout the land. Had begun 
Nonchalanta, Kansas, its prospects might not fair. 

From. the interest taken the proposed plan Roman 
Catholics and Lutherans, one justified believing that this 
plan was generally adopted throughout the United States 
might gradually away with parochial schools, and thus give 
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our public school system the backing united people. 
has become increasingly evident that there are great searchings 
heart among both Roman Catholics and Lutherans regard 
their parochial schools. The financial burden they impose 
upon the poor has already been the means alienating many 
thousands from these churches. Then, too, among the more 
intelligent Roman Catholics and Lutherans the middle class 
there growing tendency send their children the public 
schools, because felt they give more thorough education, 
and one based upon more approved methods teaching. 
easy see that all the advantages connected with the present 
parochial system would continued the adoption the 
scheme here set forth, and those advantages would extended 
the people all beliefs, while the disadvantages the pres- 
ent system parochial schools—the heavy expense, the defec- 
tive instruction, and the rearing class citizens out 
sympathy with our institutions—would all done away. 

certain, however, that some such plan that here 
suggested not adopted, the people this country will 
few generations divided between Roman Catholicism and 
heathenism. sure there great leakage already 
the Roman Church; but that leakage nothing what 
would their children were not being firmly grounded 
the principles their religion. Knowledge power, and the 
religious experience which not based accurate knowl- 
edge first principles religion sure degenerate sooner 
later into vague emotion, hazy sentiment, whose product 
must invariably worthless character without moral stamina. 

Now let consider fairly what objections may urged 
against this proposal for more effective training the chil- 
dren our public schools morality. 

seems trivial objection say that the division the 
public schools into religious groups would invariably introduce 
sectarian oppositions, rivalries and jealousy. difficult 
see why this would the case any greater degree than 
present. 

felt some that such plan would seriously inter- 
rupt the regular studies the schools. would doubt 
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interruption, but not such interruption just what 
needed present break the monotony and strain which 
our children are subjected? the excursion botany 
class into the country bright afternoon spring, would 
have stimulating and recuperative effect upon the children. 
The change place, the subjects study, and the per- 
sonality the teachers, would add zest child’s concentra- 
tion, just hour spent gymnasium during working 
hours makes factory workers more efficient the remaining 
period work. 

Another objection that this arrangement would gather 
into single morning afternoon what ought contin- 
uous. This valid objection. would certainly better 
spread the religious instruction over the five days the 
week. But for many reasons that would unworkable. 
should have content with one half day week, which 
the best arrangement possible under our present 
conditions. 

objected that this plan state would abdicate 
the most important part her work educator, confess- 
ing her incompetence disability for discharging it.” But 
why not face the truth? The state wholly incompetent 
undertake this work the moral training her children be- 
cause the existing chaotic disorder religious belief. Let 
alone the dogmatic basis morality, could not even agree 
upon the simplest principles right and wrong. Some be- 
lieve marriage, others free love; some believe the 
indissolubility marriage, others the right divorced 
people marry many times they like; some believe 
monogamy, others some believe obedience 
law, and respect for our rulers, others believe laws, and 
their right murder rulers when they can; some believe 
lying, others telling the truth; some believe lynching, 
others due process law; some believe selfishness, 
others unselfishness. year two ago attempt was 
made teach morality based the Ten Commandments 
the public schools the city Washington. angry howl 
protests was raised from all quarters, and the project had 
abandoned. 
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sometimes claimed this connection that the state 
should stand the right teach what called her national 
that general, unsectarian Christianity which 
believed the overwhelming majority our people, ex- 
pressed our usage civil worship, and embodied our 
statute books.” But what about Jews, and Turks, and atheists, 
and agnostics, and secular socialists, and anarchists, and Dow- 
ieites, and Mormons, and Christian Scientists, and hundred 
other schools thought? They all pay taxes; they all have 
children our public schools. They would not tolerate any 
such system national Neither would Roman 
nor Lutherans, nor Episcopalians, who would regard 
new religion just much any that ever sprang forth 
from brain. For this national Christianity would 
teach that the Church not the essence Christianity, 
while these three bodies all believe that is. 

said that the plan makes provision for the large 
class children who most need it, and have connection 
with any church. That would depend entirely their parents. 
Surely might warranted hoping that many parents 
who never enter church would send their children somewhere 
for religious instruction, just such parents are often found 
willing send their children Sunday school, when cour- 
teous request made them. Many parents, who are not 
outwardly connected with any form Christianity, have the 
seeds the Word God hidden away their hearts, and 
would quick detect any vital religious instruction that 
might given their neighborhood, and would make their 
children attend. the churches that were really alive, these 
children the unchurched masses would flock, and few 
generations there would unchurched masses. the 
churches that have would given, and from them that have 
not would taken away even that which they seem have. 

Perhaps the most serious objection that based the 
imperfection our present Sunday-school systems. 
thought some that our Sunday schools are not now peda- 
gogically sound, would well for the clergy, before taking 
children from the schools, show that they know how teach 
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them. But would not rather come about that the giving 
regular time and place the religious and moral instruction 
children connection with their public school work, would 
stimulate the clergy take the work serious manner? 
Moreover, they would impelled adopt the best methods, 
and make their teaching sound and scientific reason 
the competition among churches, and the fear that otherwise 
they might lose their own children. Institutions for the training 
teachers for this purpose would rapidly spring all the 
great centers, and the land would deluged with systems 
religious and moral instruction adapted the different churches. 
therefore, that real necessity providing religious instruction 
for children serious fashion would soon evolve the requisite 
machinery. 

Thus objections the proposed plan, when they are care- 
fully scrutinized, seem fade away. The writer, therefore, 
feels thoroughly justified urging the general adoption the 
plan the ground that workable, timely and admirably 
adapted our present chaotic plight far religion con- 
cerned. fact, the writer sincerely believes the only 
conceivable means meeting the most urgent need our time, 
the adequate moral training the children our public schools.

That 
she does not pronounce her words correctly, even 
after the advantages college education, 
true nearly all cases. point fact, may 
say have American language, rules 
for the pronunciation which are nowhere found. 

This, together with the fact that the feminine speaking voice 
often totally uncultivated and unmusical, has attracted the 
attention various writers the present day, and their criti- 
cisms are being cast abroad over the land. 

Women are keen for self-improvement, beauty doctors 
and physical culturists know their pecuniary benefit. Tell 
woman how make herself more attractive, and she 
straightway ready endure tortures, need be. Now, beauty 
voice and speech even more seductive than beauty 
person. 

The music speech depends much upon correct habits 
breathing that physical culture really the starting point 
voice training. should come from the chest, not from 
the head and nose. The speaking voice should 
this implies self-control and mental poise. 

While would absurd state that every woman can 
acquire sweet, musical tone, certain that every voice, 
matter how harsh, capable being much improved. Fur- 
thermore, every woman can learn pronounce her words with 
tolerable correctness.

Instances common errors speech might multiplied 
indefinitely. These are particularly noticeable public 
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speaking. was surprised hearing even Bryan, the 
spelled Senator Follette, the other hand, 
pays great attention correct enunciation.

Those who are seeking improve their appearance and 
bearing, thousands are, must not neglect their speech. 
Harsh and incorrect pronunciation will immediately 
obliterate the good impressions made elegance appear- 
ance. Then, too, there moral aspect the case, 
well-modulated voices are often the result well-controlled 
emotions. 

The duty teaching children speak correctly largely rests 
upon parents, these days when reading almost lost art, 
far school training concerned. Readers, with their 
diacritical markings words and their exercises modulation 
and articulation are shelved. Children read masterpieces 
nowadays, stumbling through them such fashion that 
hard tell what language being used. have carefully 
followed pupil from the first grade the high school, and 
anything worse than his articulation cannot imagined.

(See editorial paragraph Sep- 

tember There are thousands teachers who are doing 

heroic service who not possess this qualification; but they can 

never measure the ideal. Nevertheless all can strive for fuller 

possession it. Much can accomplished persistent, conscien- 
tious effort directed along right lines. 

The first thing fully appraise this asset good health. 

There must constant renewal 
the vital forces that energize the world’s activities business would 
cease and society annihilated. Nowhere large measure this 
vital energy more necessary than the schoolroom. Without the 
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brain cannot act normally. Its absence will result loss the bal- 
ance personal poise, which the key the proper discipline the 
schoolroom. Lacking the teacher will become nervous and irritable. 

All these things will lead irreparable loss the pupils. They 
will study less successfully, form characters lower order, and 
generally less adequately prepared for good citizenship and useful, 
happy living. these grave results bad physical health, 
the teacher who chronic invalid should give teaching. Those 
who are able improve should all their power and 
those good health should take careful forethought lest they lose the 
gift which they happily possess. 

Unfortunately, the health conditions surrounding the profession 
teaching are not the best. The teacher confined close room, 
the air which too frequently, spite modern methods ven- 
tilation and heating, breathed over and over again many pairs 
lungs; too hot one hour and too cold the next. the room are 
human beings from all kinds homes with varying hygienic condi- 
tions.

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SECOND INTERNATIONAL CONGRESS SCHOOL HYGIENE 


From the educational standpoint the most important recent inter- 
national meetings was that the Congress School Hygiene, held 
London, August 5-10. was impressive gathering, both from 
the importance the subject considered and the distinction the 
participants, who represented all parts the civilized world. was, 
however, noticeable, that while public officials, scientific men and 
medical experts were present large numbers, the teaching profession 
itself had small representation. This cause regret, without the 
interest and co-operation teachers, discussions school hygiene 
must remain practically fruitless. 

Pending formal report the Congress, are dependent upon 
English papers for accounts the proceedings. From these, 
apparent, that amid the confusing multiplicity topics and proposi- 
tions, few conclusions were accepted settled. One these, 
emphasized Sir Lauder Brunton his presidential address the 
opening session, the need medical inspection for schools, 
essential factor physical education, and the preservation public 
health. 

Sir Lauder Brunton’s insistence upon pleasure element 
sound systems physical training gave point paper Dr. Luther 
Gulick, New York, folk-dancing, which attracted notice even 
literary journal like the Academy.

Education,” significantly said, relation, and con- 
sequently the same system not equally applicable different condi- 
tions.” recalled, this connection, the saying Emerson, 
will walk our own feet; will work with our own hands; and 
will speak our own words.” 

The president pointed out further, that while experiments are neces- 
sary growth systems and methods, they only give trustworthy 
results when conducted with competent knowledge facts, and 
past and present conditions.
